WHO OWTJ3 FORMOSAT 
All lelnds or people have been Iclllng 
America lor months to get up on lier 
haunche* and holler baclt at Russia. We've 

■ been doing more ol It lately, but far from 
enough. 

FormoBa Is a good example, Russia and 
China Bcream that we're "Invndlng" Chinese 
territory by having our seventh fleet patrol 
the waters between the Island and the main- 
land. 

We say we're not Invading, but wo allow 
(ho moat Important fact In the whole Hltua. 
tlon to get burled under a lot ol contusing 
blather. The fact Is this: 

Under Intornatlonal law Formoja doesn't 
belong to China at alt— either to the com- 
. munlflt government or to Chiang Kal-ahek. 
In 1895, after the Blno-Japaneie war. the 
Island was ceded by a dereatcd China to 
Japan, which held It continuously untU the 
end of World war- 11. 

From the moment of Japan's Burrender, 
Formosa became conquered enemy tcrriton'. 
Since It had been formally yielded by Chlfla. 
in the 1B05 treaty. It did not automatically 
revert to the control of China as would land 
gained during war by force of arms. 

The final status of conquered enemy soil 
is settled only In peace troatlei or by gen- 
eral International agreement. Since there Is 
OS yet no Japanese pence treaty and no step 
has been taken to have the United Nations 
handle the laaue. Formosa legally etlU be- 

■ longs to Japan. And Japan Is a nation oc- 
' cupled by the victorious alliea. 

There's one complication. In wartime con^ 
ferencea at Cairo and Yalta, the U. 8. prom- 
ised Chiang Kai-shek he coulfl have Formosa 
back when Japan was Uclted. On the strength 
of that, he moved In without waiting for a 
tiBace treaty; But that doesn't alter the fact 
— that-hls control has no real-status under 
International law. 

If we choose to modify or repudiate 
pledge to cnipng, ho may complain but he 
has no basis lor appeal. By ordering our fleet 
to police the aeos off Formosa, this la In 
effect exactly what, we've done. As the chief 
.occupying power In Japan, we could 
^thec Bttfl -loWB lana^ftiwi*. onto Fomaaa. 
■ We'dte lrJriAftlnffjMi«^ rlghti. 
' Those are the cof&ll«<,'»«ie true answer 
■,to Moscow's Irenzled shouts that we're vi- 
olating Chinese "sovereignty" In Formosa. 
China has no sovereignty there. She hasn't 
had since 1805. 

How Formosa shall bo disposed of ulti- 
mately is something else. If resistance by 
Russia and red China makes a (air peace 
— 'treaty settlement ImpoBslblo, the question 

■ should fall to the UJI. Who knows? Formosa 
might even bo given to the Formosana.
